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Roaring Twenties Reenacted Tonigh

Hartnell College students will 
vote on the adoption of a new set 
of governing rules on May 5. After 
careful consideration the college 
commission has revamped and 
added to the old. and in,some cases 
antiquated constitution. 


Most important changes suggested; 
by the constitution revision com- 
mittee headed by Wayne Ingols is 
the creation of two new offices — 
a rally and assembly commissioner 
and an interclub council’ represent- 
ative. : 


The committee has also recom- 
mended that the public relations 
commissioner be appointed by the 
college public relations director, 
Mr. Stuart Dufour, instead of be- 
ing elected by the students. 

In .our estimation all three ma- 
jor changes are in keeping with 
improving the student government 
setup. 


It has become apparent that a 
rally and’ assembly head is neces- 
sary if we are to have a better or- 
ganized assembly and rally pro- 


-gram. Too often this problem. of 


planning assemblies and __ rallies 
have been shuttled from one shoul- 
der to another. 


The interclub council representa- 
tive, elected by that organization, 
is another wise move. The council 
has gradually cemented itself into 
Hartnell College campus life, and 
a representative linking the clubs 
with school activities will naturally 
tend to bring about more.co-opera- 
tion-in ALL school affairs, whether 
sponsqred by the Associated Stu- 
dents of an individual organization. 

Appointment of the public rela- 
tions commissioner by Mr. Dufour 
instead of by ‘student vote is in- 
serted in the new by-laws to “make 
sure” the office is filled by a quali- 
fied student who has some knowl- 
edge of the various methods of 
publicity. 

The new by-laws, if accepted, will 
also provide for a more flexible 
type of governing body. Excess 
wording has been deleted and yet 
no important elements in the old 
constitution have been left out. 


Adoption of the new by-laws re- 
quires a two-thirds majority of the 
total votes cast. At present we can 
see no reason why there shouldn't 
be a unanimous vote. All the 
changing and word revision is di- 
rected toward improving the éffi- 
ciency and clarity of the governing 
rules.

Hearn, Gardner Pond, and Bruce 
McCallum have spent a great deal 
of time in its revision and the 
new copy submitted represented a 
great. deal ‘of work on: their part. 

Main feature of the new consti- 
tution is the addition of two new 
offices, commissioner of rallies and 
assemblies and interclub council 
representative. If accepted, these 
two posts will be. added to the com- 
mission. Another change in the

Date Deadline 
Nears for Vets 


An announcement has been re- 
ceived from the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration reminding veterans that 
July 25, 1951, has been set as the 
deadline for them to start their 
courses of education or training un- 
der the Servicemen’s Readjustment 
Act. All veterans who plan to at- 
tend school and receive these ben- 
efits must start prior to that- date. 
In part, the VA regulation states: 


“The law provides that a course 
of education or training shall be 
initiated before the termination of 
four years after the date of dis- 
charge or by July 25, 1951, which- 
ever is the later, and that such vet- 
erans who enlisted under the Vol- 
untary Recruitment Act of October 
6, 1945. Therefore, a veteran oth- 
erwise eligible must have com- 
menced and actually be pursuing

on July 25, 1951, or the date four 
years after his discharge, except 
where his attendance is interrupted 
because of the normal interrup- 
tions for summer vacations, or 
other reasons beyond the control 
of the vetéran.”
